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GERMANY AGREES 


TO ARBITRATE 


SURPRISE FORTHEBERLINERS 


Cannot Understand Why There Should 


Be Any Distinction Between British 
and German Intention Toward Presi- 
dent Castro's Government. 


Berlin. 
Dec. 
20.—Germany 
has 


yielded to President Castro's request 
for arbitration of the claims against 
Venezuela. 
The kaiser's government 


has reversed the policy It held, almost 
solely, it Is believed, because of the 
state of public opinion In the United 
States. 


A few days ago the German govern 


ment was opposed to arbitration. The 
foreign office made no secret of Its 
determination that no request for arbi- 
tration would bo considered unless ac- 
companied by sufficient guarantee that 
the award of an arbitration commis- 
sion would be paid. 


Uncle Sam Speaks. 


Now, however, the German nation 


has been awakened to public senti- 
ment in 
the 
United 
States. 
The 


American correspondents of the lead 
ing Berlin and Cologne newspapers 
cabled circumstantial reports ol anil- 
German feeling in the big republic. 
One'New York correspondent declared 
that Germany is seemingly without 
a friend in the United States. Otlnrs 
declared that Germany was accused 
of designs to secure territory in Vene- 
zuela in defiance of the Monroe* doc- 
trine. 


. 
Statements Astonish. 


These statements produced a feeling 


of profound astonishment In both of- 
ficial and business circles. It resulted 
In a general protest that 
Germany 


cares more for friendly relations with 
the United States than it docs for the 
satisfaction of humiliating even su In 
solent a state as Venezuela. 


The delivery of a final reply to the 


United States for transmission to Min- 
ister Bowen is delayed a day or two 
for tactical reasons, probably through 
the expectation that another solution 
may be found, possibly by President 
Castro yielding. 


Defends Germany. 


The North German Gazette, in a 


semi-official article, expresses sincere 
regret at what it calls the way the 
American press'is allowing itself to 
publish unfounded suspicions of the 
German alms and policy as regards 
Venezuela. It says that only partisan 
feeling can prompt the drawing of 
distinctions between the conduct of 
Great Britain and Germany. 


A semi-official statement In the Nord 


Deutsche Allgemelne Zeltung says: 


"A local paper hap published a cable- 


gram from now York saying: 'The 
Greatest excitement prevails here. The 
entire press holds Germany respon- 
sible for the present situation. 
Ger- 


many Is attacked In hostile articles, 
•while Great Britain Is praised. Tho 
newspapers insist that Germany In- 
tends to acquire colonies In Vene- 
zuela and Brazil.' 
~ 


Unfounded Suspicions. 


"We have noticed similar telegrams 


ir. English papers," says 
the Nord 


Deutsche Allgemelne Zeltung, "and It 
these statements are representative of 
the feeling In the United States with 
even approximate 
correctness 
we 


•would have sincerely to deplore that 
the American press shows Itself ac- 
cessible to wholly unfounded suspic- 
ions of German policy. 


"The government of 
the 
United 


Slates lonj^-ago was categorically in- 
formed that Germany is seeking noth- 
ing in Venezuela beyond satisfaction 
for Just claims and compensation. The 
'Anglo-German co-operation Is 
based 


•upon the similarity of the interests af- 
fected, and only 
willful 
prejudice 


could detect a difference In the pro- 
ceedings of the two countries. The 
course of events will demonstrate that 
the intentions of the German govern- 
ment are free from adventurous mo- 
tives." 


Should Admit 
War. 


The Vosslsche Zeltung, in an article 


on the same question, asks If Ger- 
irany is at peace or war .with Vene- 
zuela. 
It compares the present-sit- 


uation to that in China-recently, when 
•1! nations -were supposed to be at war 
•with that country. 
Germany, 
the 


, Vosslsche Zellung says, should admit 
that she is .now at war witn Venezuela. 
It would be better to have what used 
to be called a potato war without 
bloodshed than-bloodshed without war 
at In China. 
' 


The revulsion of sentiment In Ger- 


many apparently has been felt at the 
foreign office. 
As a result the United 


States will be informed that Vene- 
zuela's request for arbitration will be 
granted. 


Will Reopen Mine. 


Tellurlde, Col.. Dec. 20.—It Is an- 


nounced that operations will be re- 
sumed Dec. 27 in the Smuggler-Union 
mine, wnlch was closed down Imme- 
diately after the murder of Arthur L. 
Collins, general manager of the com- 
pany, Nov. 19. 
Over 500 miners will 


be employed.
